Continuation of 1 1: Applicant traverses the rejection by arguing that the main processor of a computing device performs "all required 
demodulation" such that there would be no deed for a DSP. But the Leung et al patent teaches a single integrated device for perporming 
the tasks of the host computer (70) and the DSP (60) at col.8, lines 9-1 1 . In other words, the single integrated device now becomes "the 
main processor" of the computer. Since the DSP (60) is said to perform all the required demodulation, the single integrated device (i.e., 
the main processor) now including the DSP also performs the demodulation function, thereby reading on the claimed "the main processor 
being programmed to perform all required demodulation of the digitized modulated signal to obviate the need for a DSP." 
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
